Mrs. Geraldine Jacobi Russell 
Entertains Students by Dra- 
matic Reading of Disraeli. 


Those who did not have the privil- 
ege of hearing Mrs. Geraldine Jacobi 
Russell in her dramatic reading of 
“Disraeli” two weeks ago, were 
fortunate in having an opportunity 
to hear her repeat it, last Friday 
evening in Convocation Hall. Mrs. 
Russell’s charming personality and 
cultivated voice were sufficient to 
warrant’ the enjoyment of all who 
|heard her. Her work, while very 
finished, very graceful and very ef- 
\fective, might be criticized by a sup- 
porter of the Dramatic School of 
Expression, as being somewhat super- 
ficial. The technique, producing 
very artistic results, was purely that 
of the Emerson School, the greatest 
American. School of ° Expression, 
which disregards pantomine and 
works from extremities in, rather 
than from centres out, 


The plot of “Disraeli” swings 
around the intrigues of the British 
prime minister, and the counter-in- 
trigues of the Russian government, 
\for the purchase of shares in the 
Suez Canal, held by the Khedive of 
| Egypt. With this incident as the 
|central theme, the character and pol- 
licy of the great Conservative leader 
| were ably introduced. Of the ten 
utterly different characters ‘which 
Mrs. Russell portrayed in such an 
,excellent manner, the character of 
|Disraeli himself was possibly the 
|most clearly defined. In the delin- 
|eation of this character, the audience 
|felt that the reader’s own personal- 
|ity was being merged into the’ per- 
|sonality she was depicting. By this, 
;an unconfused picture was received, 
|Tepresenting Disraeli’s clever, | yet 
|outwardly reckless deportment in 
his fight against racial, social and 
political odds. There were two par- 
iticularly human touches in the play. 
One was Lady Beaconsfield’s pet 
name of ‘Dizzy’, for the husband 
she worshipped. The other was Dis- 
raeli’s ingratiation into the favor of 
the Queen by creating her title of 
“Empress of Endia. fs
